CARROTS 

CULTURE. — Deeply  tilled  soil  of  a light  sandy  loam  is  the  most  suitable  for 
Carrots.  Land  that  has  been  manured  heavily  the  year  previous  is  the  best.  Cover 
the  seed  about  one-half  inch  in  depth,  and  press  the  soil  firmly  over  the  seed  with 
the  feet  or  a roller.  For  early  use  sow  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  can 
be  worked,  and  for  late  crop  from  May  1st  to  June  1st.  Sow  in  drills  15  inches  T 
apart  and  thin  to  three  or  four  inches  apart  in  row.  Two  and  one-half  pounds  of 
seed  will  sow  an  acre;  one-half  ounce  to  100  feet  of  drill.

CULTURE — The  ground  must  be  highly  manured,  deeply  dug  or  plowed, 
and  thoroughly  worked  to  insure  good  heads.  A heavy,  moist  and  fresh  loam 
is  the  most  suitable.  The  early  varieties  should  be  sown  in  February  in  hot 
bed  or  later  in  open  ground.  Plant  out  18  inches  by  2 feet  apart.  The  late 
varieties  are  usually  sown  by  the  last  of  May  and  the  plants  are  set  out  in 
July,  in  rows  3 feet  apart,  and  2 feet  apart  in  the  rows.  One  ounce  will  produce 
3,000  plants,  M Lb.  of  seed  in  beds  enough  for  an  acre.

If  slow  to  fruit,  pinch  off  the  ends  of  the  growing  shoots.  Ash  or  air-slaked  lime  sifted  on  the  young  plants  while  the  dew  is  on  is  good 
to  keep  insects  out.
